French Architect Urgaa Far-Retching 


Reform In Strnt Planning 


for th* Futurw. 


Far-reaching reforin ,ln city plan- 


ning as a primary factor in the battle 
against tuberculoala was demanded 
br the architect, Augustln Key, In an 
address made before the French So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers. 


According to M. Rey,, cities of the 


future must be so constructed that 
the direction of all the streets shall 
correspond to the sun's daily course. 
In the heavens in order that the In- 
habitants may receive the maximum 
of light, which Is the,greatest ml 
crobe killer In existence. 


The task of architects, .he says, will 


be to plan towns In such a way that 
every nook and corner shall receive 
Its share of the sun's rays for the 
greatest possible number 
of 
hours 


daily. 
On this account he insists 


that the present system of small 
apartments will have to go, and their 
places be taken br amaller and more 
airy, dwellings
